(over four-ifthes of nll the volers in
sihd distriet), backed up by a petition
from the ladies, petitioning not as vo-
ters midd  tax-payers, but as wives,
mothors and sisters, fecling o deep lo-
terest in the cause of education, asking
the Board to favorably consider this
areat vdueational movement,

Mr. Knucher moved that the Board
tuko the necessary steps to comply
with the requost of the  petitioners.
Seconded by Mr, Cummins.

No sooner wis this question falrly bee
forothe Board, when J. Martin gave vent
to his feelings in about the following
lnnguage: He was entirely opposed to
this petition ; the principle was wrong ;
the Iden of taxing s man unless he was
willing, was & bad precedence, and if
thix qustion was agitated would bring
on nuother war,  If every man buat one
in the district would petition him to
build n school house, he would not be
in favor of levying a tax for that pur-
poec without the consent of that single
man,  These were the principles he
lived for and if necessary was ready
to die for,

Judge Lelimer, with all the dignity
of & presiding Connty Judge, sald he
was opposed to anything being tanght
in onr public schools except the prima-
ry branches ; snd that our school law
was all wrong in requiring the Board
to provide schools of a higher grade.
Learn a child to read, write and cipher,
amd i they wanted anything better,
let them go somewhere else and pay
for it. He was opposed to listening to
to this petition.

Next, Judge Russell delivered his
official opinion, thusly: e did  not
think we needed an additional school
bullding.  Didn’t think we were crowd-
ed, and thought we did not have as
mnny ehildren in the district now as
last year: and the people were op-
prossed with henvy taxes (which s one
wnd nneclzlt per cent), and the pres-
Lent bdlding wonld do us two or three
years yet, So he wus opposed to the
petition,

Unele Henry Watson sall: He wnos
clected on the anti-school house ticket,
over two years ago, bot i the people
wanled  to baild s sehool house he
woull resign, and let them eloct some
other man, (n sensible conclusion),
But Judge Lehmer sald, “No! we can
afford to pay yon something not to re-
sign,” which remark I presume re-
flected his ideas of the justice to his
constituents,

Kaucher and Cummins strongly fa-
vored the petition, and guve thelr rea-
sons for #o doing substantinlly, as fol-
lows: The proposed school bhuilding
would cpable us to establish the higher
grades of sehool contemplatod by law,
thereby obviate the necessity of send-
ing our children, away from home in-
fluences, Lo be edneated elsewhere at
great expense. That such a school
would be an inducemont for good citl-
zens to settle in our town—such citl-
zens as wonld make good neighbors,
andd help build up good soviety, ‘That
it wonld call pupils from outslde the
district to come here to be edueated,
and prepare themselves for o lfe-work
of teaching.

That it was & rensonble
request of the petitioners, n# our taxes
woulll be light the coming year, and
the additional tax would not bw bur-
densome,  That it was the daty of the
Bound as public servants to grant the
request of an overwhelming majority
of thelr constituents, ete.

JUSTICEN' FEES.

The Legislature has pusged an net
concerning Justices' fees, of which the
following s the full text. A certified
copy ha# been received In this city,

AxX Act concerning fees, and the col-

lectlon  thereof, of Justices of the

Pence, in cities of thirty thonsamdl or

more Inhabitants,

Be it enncted py the General Assem-
bly of the Stute of Missonri as follows ;

SECTION 1, Besldes the fees  other-
wise allowed them by law, Justices of
the Peace fn cities having a popalation
of thirty thousand or more Inhabitants,
shall recelve the following additional
fees In civil cnses, to-wit: For re-
ceiving and fling cause of action, one
dollar sal.w . For every certificate
except to aMdavits, fifty conts (.60).
For filing a sct-off, fifty cents (.00).
For issuing cvery notice in a civil case
required by law, fifty cents (50), For
entering satlsfaction of record, twenty-
five cents (.25).

Sec. 2, Such Justices of the Peace
may issue fee bills for all services ren-
dered In thelr conrts, and it the person
chargeable shall neglect or refiuse to

uy the amonnt thercor fo the Consta-
e or proper officer within twenty days
after the same shall have beon demanid-
ed by such officer he may and shall levy
such fee bills on the goods and chattels
of such person in the sume masnos and
with like effect as on o fleri farvias.

Skc. 8. All Acts and” parts of acts in-
consistent with this act are hereby re-
pealed,

Skc. 4. This net shall take effeet and
be in force from and after ite passage,
